For some time past, I have been in contact with the representa- 
tives in Paris of the above country, and I have the pleasure of telling you that 
the Minister here hes received a cable from Tirana, asking for prices for bank 
notes, postage stamps and fiscal stamps, from our company. Unhappily this cable 
is not at all clear, as it is badly mutilated, so Mr. Tino, the Chargé d’Affaireg 
is waiting for a confirmation of this cable before giving me the details. 

At all events, as there are only 1,000,000 inhabitants in 
Albania, this would be a very small order, but as several American concerns have 
taken concessions in Albania, I think it would be a good thing for us to have 
this little country as our client. 

The bank note issue will be paper money for 3,000,000 unity 


divided probably as follows:

at this time of the year owing to the holiday season, we are general~ 
ly able to slip something in that the men are able to work on at odd 
time, or as over-time work, and in this way put oa number of subjects
